ARCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION See continuation sheet. 

Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This house which appears to date from the late nineteenth century may have 
been moved to the site. According to a note in the house file, the current 
owner indicates it consists of two houses that were joined. Such may be true 
of the separate 2 1/2-story gable-roofed and 1-story, shallow, hip-roofed 
sections. The gable-roofed, main block house combines Queen Anne and 
Italianate elements, but its porch is a later-date addition that fails to 
provide stylistic focus to the building adding credence to the property's 
amorphous origins. 

Detailing also differs between the two sections. The 2 1/2-story, main block 
has wide end boards with cap molding and a 2-story, angled-prow bay with a 
shingled, pedimented gable. Fenestration consists of 6/6, double-hung sash 
with 'drip mold trim; 1/1 lights side the angled prow. A small chimney stands 
off center on the ridge line. Eaves detail includes boxed, molded cornice 
with return and narrow frieze, wider on the side elevations. The porch which 
wraps both ends of the north elevation is also of formless design. It has 
square posts on battered bases separated by segmented arches and is set on a 
concrete base. The west end has an enclosed section with a single window. 
The north entry has a 4-panel, Italianate door with glazed upper panels.

| Construction dates taken from assessors records and compiled for the Eastham 

Historical Commission indicate this house was built in 1900. The property, 
however, is not shown at this site on the 1908 map of Eastham. No research 
data exists in the house file at the Eastham Historical Society Archives just 
a note that Florence Linnell, the current owner had purchased the property c. 
40 years ago from her employer, Dorie Kirst. No information about the latter 
was located. Since the only Directory for the Town of Eastham dates to 1901, 
no identification of the original or subsequent owners was possible using 
reaAily-available, local records. Deed research will be necessary to obtain 
mor^ information on the property.
